Attached is the lowa Civil Rights Commission Annual Savings Report on ICN Usage for
FY 2009. During this fiscal year, the lowa Civil Rights Commission held 1 ICN session.
The use of the ICN was to conduct a joint lowa Civil Rights Commission/Central lowa
Society of Human Resource Managers training session. Through this session we were
able to share information with human resource managers throughout lowa about the new
same sex marriage legislation. More people were able to participate because of the use of
the ICN. 234 people were directly served as a result of doing the ICN session this past
fiscal year; however, the ability of the lowa Civil Rights Commission to train human
resource managers across the state means that ultimately all the people of lowa are better
served. Use of the ICN resulted in a net savings for the lowa Civil Rights Commission
in the amount of $2785.13 (cost of travel and meals if our executive director would have
had to do individual training sessions in the cities where people participated in the ICN
session). Productivity was figured at $45.73/hour (for the executive director), meals at
standard state reimbursement rates, and travel at $.39/mile.

Our agency has not had an ICN classroom since 2003. This past year we used the lowa
Judicial Department’s ICN room for the session discussed above.
